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FORCING people to pay to 
park in Ely would “kill” the 
city centre. 

That’s the message from 
protestors who have launched a 
fresh battle against plans to 
introduce car parking charges. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and the City of Ely Council 
announced last week that they 
have drawn up a revised car 
parking charges scheme. 

Both authorities insist the new 
proposals are fairer as motorists 
would be able to park free for the 
first hour. 

But already an online petition 
opposing the plans has been 
launched by an anonymous 
resident and by Tuesday evening, 
more than 70 people had signed it. 

A statement on the campaign 
website said: “If they introduced 
parking fees it would quite simply 
kill Ely. Many businesses would 
shut due to less customers, and 
the city residents and workers who 
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use the car parks will be 
considerably out-of-pocket. 

“It is one reason Ely is unique to 
other cities and towns. We cannot 
stand back and let this happen.” 

Barry Lonsdale, chairman of the 
ETA, which fought off the last 
proposals earlier this year with a 
12,000 signature-strong petition, 
said forcing people to pay to park 
would have a “devastating effect” 
on the city, especially with a large 
new retail development being 
planned for Angel Drove. 

He said: “It is clear that local 
trade is going to be pushed out of 
town into the waiting jaws of the 
supermarkets. 

“At a time when most sensible 
councils are working out ways to 
attract customers back to the high 
street, we are doing the opposite.” 

The plan is now to allow people 
to park in Ely’s short-stay car parks 


free for the first hour. 

For two hours, the charge would 
be 70p, for three hours it would be 
£1, and for four hours it would be 
£1.50. 

In long-stay car parks, an all-day 
ticket would be £2.50 or people 
could buy a weekly ticket for £5. 

Between 6pm and 8am parking 
in all car parks would remain free. 

Mr Lonsdale says the councils 
are ignoring what effect car 
parking charges have had on 
trade in Newmarket and the 
recommendations of high street 
guru Mary Portas. 

He said: “I couldn’t think of a 
plan so unfair to local businesses 
and more out of touch on what is 
happening in retail. 

“If it goes ahead in this climate it 
will be devastating for a city centre 
already fighting for survival.” 

A 12-week public consultation 
will then be launched in 
December/lanuary. If approved, 
the charges would be rolled out 
next July.

Pair win backing 
for arts centre 
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TWO teenagers’ hopes of 
turning Ely’s former 
magistrates’ court into a 
live music and arts venue 
are being backed by the 
city’s main arts organ¬ 
isation. 

Arts Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC) bosses say 
they are “absolutely in favour” of 
18-year-olds Luke Smith and 
Ashley Hammersley’s plans and 
that they want to meet with them. 

However, the organisation fears 
there would be “significant 
challenges” to overcome before 
the plans can progress. 

Friends and aspiring entrepre¬ 
neurs, Luke and Ashley, both from 
Ely, believe the empty building, in 
Lynn Road, should be turned into 
a venue similar to The Junction in 
Cambridge. 

They have recently formed 
Youth Locker, a group designed to 
bring together and showcase the 
talents of local youth. 

The ambitious pair have drawn 
up detailed plans and are 
continuing to discuss them with 
the courthouse’s interested 
parties, who are now planning to 



form a trust to manage future 
development of the building. 

They hoping they will be able to 
become members of the trust 
when it is formed. 

A spokeswoman for ADeC said: 
“We are absolutely in favour of the 
need for a dedicated arts centre in 
the district. 

“With other interested parties 
we’ve been exploring options for 
the courthouse, although there are 
significant challenges including its 
status as a listed building and its 
heritage as a court that would 
need to be resolved before 
anything can be taken forward. 

“We are very supportive of 
young people and would love to 
talk to Luke and Ashley about the 
wide range of exciting youth music 
projects ADeC is already involved 
with.”

courthouse “has the potential to 
be what The Junction is in 
Cambridge, but with elements of 
the Cambridge Corn Exchange 
too”. 

Luke said: “It is a large building 
in the centre of Ely and we believe 
making it a live music and arts 
venue would be perfect. 

“We could have live music, 
theatre productions, art exhib¬ 
itions, fashion shows, workshops 
for schools - the opportunities are 
endless. 

“Obviously the building’s 
heritage would be preserved all 
the way but there is a way of 
making this building a real part of 
the community instead of turning 
it into something boring.”

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Dogs take the lead in helping get unemployed back to work 


MAN’S best friend has proved to be the 
perfect ingredient for unemployed people 
trying to get back on their career path. 

Take the Lead’ is an innovative 
programme which has been running in Ely 
since September. 

Led by East Cambridgeshire-based 
charity, the K9 Project, the 12-week 
course has seen a group of unemployed 
people being taught vital skills - all with 
the help of dogs. 

Chris Kent, director of the K9 Project and 
creator of Take the Lead, has been using 
her own rescue dogs to help the 
participants, all referred to her by Ely’s job 
centre, on a weekly basis - helping to 
build their confidence and teach them how 
to set goals and gain skills. 

And already some of the participants 
have secured a job or work experience. 

Thanks to the scheme’s success, Take 
the Lead is going to Cambridge in 
January. 

Chris said: “We are getting results and 
can see confidence growing in each 
member, with three of them getting a job 
or work experience - and we haven’t 
finished yet. 

“My dogs are our secret weapon - 
brought in to break the ice, help them 
practice their communication skills, 


increase their confidence and learn more 
about body language.” 

The final task of the project, which has 
been funded by the European Social Fund 
and Skills Funding Agency, is for the group 
to stage a community event, helping them 
to put their new skills into practice. 

They are working with Canine Partners, 
a national organisation which trains dogs 
to help disabled people and people in 
wheelchairs to perform everyday tasks, 
such as shopping or putting clothes into a 
washing machine. 

On Monday, a free event is being held at 
the Lighthouse Centre in Lynn Road, Ely, 
to showcase the work that Canine 
Partners does. 

It is running from 12.30-2.30pm and all 
are welcome. 

Chris said: “We really would like 
everyone to come along to meet the 
highly-trained dogs from Canine Partners, 
enjoy some home-baked treats, learn 
more about the excellent work they do 
and, if they can, donate some money to 
this important cause which changes 
lives.”

Cathedral award 
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WHEELIE bins will be 
rolled out across the Ely 
area as part of a major 
overhaul of East 
Cambridgeshire’s waste 
and recycling system. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has won a £5 
million bid from Central 
Government to fund a new 
waste and recycling service in 
the region. 

The money will be spent on 
revamping the entire district’s 
waste and recycling service, 
which currently sees just 37 per 
cent of waste being recycled - 
the lowest in the region. 

The weekly waste collections 
will be retained but the existing 
brown sack and black box 
collection system will be 
replaced with a new wheelie 
bin recycling collection, 
including paper, glass, metal 
cans, plastics and cardboard. 

There will also be a new 
wheelie bin collection for 
organics to include food and 
garden waste, which will be 
collected fortnightly too. 

It is hoped the new service 




will be introduced late next 
year or early 2014. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the council’s 
community and environment 
committee, said: “Winning the 
funding to improve our 
recycling service is fantastic 
news. 

“The task ahead of us now is 
to bring the service in as soon 
as we can.” 

During a public consultation, 
more than 95 per cent of people 
said the council could do more 
to improve the district’s 


recycling rates. 

A total of 76 per cent of 
people said the new system 
would improve dry recycling 
collection, and 66 per cent 
believed proposals would 
improve organics collections. 

The council will now carry 
out a survey of all households 
in the district to identify 
anyone whose property is not 
suitable for the new service. 

These homes will retain the 
current black box and brown 
sack collection service while 
other households will convert 
to the wheelie bin service. 

East Cambs’ bid will also 
fund a fleet of new vehicles for 
the new services, as well as a 
rescheduling of rounds to 
reduce carbon emissions. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “During this 
process we will ensure 
residents are kept fully up to 
date with the progress of our 
work. 

“Finally I would like to thank 
the council’s environmental 
team who has made our bid 
successful. 

“It is very exciting to know 
our recycling rates are set to 
rise and we can continue to 
collect black bag rubbish every 
week in the years to come.” 


Warning over online scam 


RESIDENTS are being warned 
of an online scam where a 
message flashes up on the 
computer screen causing the 
computer to lock. 

It claims to be from the 
Metropolitan Police and 
informs the user they must pay 
a £100 fine in order to unlock 
the computer. 

Two incidents have happ¬ 
ened - in Swaffham Bulbeck, 


where a 62-year-old man paid 
the money using a card but 
managed to cancel it before 
any money had left his 
account, and in Ely. 

The fraud operates through 
malicious software and the 
police recommend people 
download anti-virus software 
to reduce the chances of being 
infected with viruses.

Teen burgled 
his friend’s 
family home 

A TEENAGER has been 
jailed after he burgled a 
family who had put a 
roof over his head. 

Steven Sibley, 19, had 
turned up at an old 
school friend’s home in 
Haddenham in August, 
and the family agreed 
to let him stay. 

He then left after 
joining the family for a 
birthday meal on 
August 16. 

The following day 
the home was burgled 
and laptops, an iPod, a 
television, a sat nav 
and a camera were 
stolen. 

Sibley later cashed a 
£250 cheque from a 
chequebook also stolen 
from the home. 

Police attended the 
address and found his 
fingerprints on the 
bedroom window. 

Sibley was arrested 
in Sussex in relation to 
other burglaries. 

He pleaded guilty to 
the burglary at Lewes 
Crown Court along 
with another burglary, 
an aggravated burglary, 
two counts of theft and 
fraud. 

All the other offences 
were committed in 
Sussex. 

Sibley was sentenced 
to a total of three years 
and three months in a 
Young Offenders' 
Institute.

New figures 
are revealed 
on homeless 


THIRTY homeless families 
with dependent children in 
the Ely area have been put up 
in bed and breakfasts since 
January. 

And that excludes the number of 
families who were in B&B 
accommodation for less than six 
weeks. 

The shock figures were revealed to 
members of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s development and 
transport committee as the authority 
continues to battle homelessness. 

The authority is trying to draw up a 
“plan of action” to tackle the “crisis”, 
which leaders hope will prevent 
people from becoming homeless in 
the first place. 

The Weekly News revealed in August 
that the council was spending tens of 
thousands of pounds each month on 
putting up homeless families in B&Bs 
- £37,000 was spent in July alone. 

The authority had earmarked 
£89,890 for the whole of 2012/13, but 
figures show that in the first six 
months it spent £133,700. 

New information shows since 
January, a total of 30 families with 
dependent children have been 
resident in B&Bs for six weeks or 
more. In 2010 that figure was zero and 
in 2011 there were six families. 

In 2008/9, the council dealt with 73

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homelessness cases. That plummeted 
to 23 in 2009/10 and then rose again 
to 72 in 2010/11. In 2011/12, the 
authority dealt with 149 cases. 

And with homelessness set to 
become even more of an issue, the 
council is now projecting that it will 
spend in the region of £350,000 in 
2012/13. 

lane Hollingworth, head of housing 
at the council, said: “From early 2011 
the combined effects of the economic 
recession, a very buoyant property 
market with very high rents in nearby 
Cambridge and nervousness of 
private sector landlords about 
changes to welfare benefits led to a 
crisis in homelessness. 

“By 2012, the council was spending 
around £30,000 a month on B&B 
accommodation.” 

The most that homelessness has 
ever cost the council before, apart 
from 2011/12 which is £134,000, is 
£16,500 in 2010/11. 

Mrs Hollingworth says the aim with 
the new plan is to “deal with the crisis 
and to enable the council both to 
meet its statutory obligations to 
homeless people and be able to offer 
a form of housing solution to those to 
whom the council owes no duty”.

New jobs hinge 
on expansion 


ALMOST 90 new jobs 
could be created in Ely if 
plans to upgrade and 
extend major business 
premises are approved. 

Oil and Gas Systems Ltd 
bought Denmark House in Ely 
earlier this year. 

The facility, based on the 
Cambridgeshire Business Park 
in Sir James Black Road, near 
Angel Drove, used to be home 
to Thermofisher and was 
purchased for £1.2 million. 

Now the major firm, which 
mainly designs and manu¬ 
factures oil and gas equipment, 
wants to revamp and extend the 
premises. 

Bosses say the plans, which 
have been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, would enable Oil and 
Gas Systems Ltd to use the 
premises as their headquarters. 

The expansion and modi¬ 
fications would also create 
around 88 new jobs in the area.

In a statement to the council, 
the firm’s agents said Denmark 
House was built more than 20 
years ago and that it is 
“unsuitable for the planned use 
as it currently stands”. 

They said: “This application 
has several aspects. The first is 
for the construction of two new 
entrances. Secondly, a future 
extension; thirdly, general 
refurbishment works and, 
fourthly, for a proposed 
external calibration area. 

“A proposed signage appli¬ 
cation will also form part of this 
submission. 

“The proposal is for a general 
industrial and business premise 
for Oil and Gas Limited, whose 
main operation consists of 
design and manufacturing of oil 
and gas equipment with 
associated offices. 

“Denmark House will form 


the headquarters for the 
company. The calibration and 
test area is required to locate 
the larger items of equipment 
that will be required during 
research, development, product 
trials, production, calibration 
and testing. 

“The new (main) entrance 
core is proposed along the 
north elevation (adjacent to Sir 
James Black Road). Centrally 
located to the parking it will 
have more presence upon 
arrival.” 

The expansion is for 1,050 
extra square metres, plus extra 
parking facilities would be 
created. 

Once the project is complete, 
it will create around 130 jobs, 
which is 88 extra than the firm 
currently employs. 

The agents say the renovation 
will also “help to encourage 
future investment on adjacent 
and nearby plots”. 

The decision lies with 
planners at the district council.

Time for truce 
on our paths 

Sir, Buggy shoppers versus the able 
bodied - we all face challenges, 
surely it’s time for a truce. 

With a degree of self interest, I have 
followed the recent newsletter 
arguments about cyclists and buggy 
users. As well as being an Ely 
resident, I am disabled, having a rare 
hereditary and unbeatable 
neuromuscular atrophy condition, 
in which my muscles become 
progressively weaker. 

As a bridge between crutches and 
the progression to buggy ownership, 

I have in the meantime acquired a 
battery powered tricycle. My daily 
living experience of being disabled is 
one of witnessing a very varied 
mixture of reactions and responses 
from my fellow human beings. 

I am happy to report that most 
public reactions are predominantly 
positive. Seeing me on crutches or 
my trike, most pedestrians, of all 
ages, tend to quickly step aside and 
parents warn children to take care 
and let me pass. 

Generally, as a disabled person, I am 
reassured that, in what appears to be 
a modern culture of increasing social 
insensitivity and selfishness, for 
most of my fellow human beings, 
such sensitivity appears to still not 
be very far under the surface. 

My preoccupation when using my 
trike, and yes that includes along 
riverside, is to be constantly on the 
lookout for other path users, 
especially those who are elderly, 
disabled, or with children. I have 
been occasionally very alarmed, not 
by cyclists as such, but by those who 
brush past very close to me at very 
high speeds without warning. 

The values that underpin my 
behaviour, as when operating any 
powered vehicle, are primarily about 
how not to impede the rights, 
freedom, safety and progress of 
others. I am also frequently put at 
risk by others, whether they are on 
foot, in the car, or indeed on buggies. 
Those who walk very quickly and too 
closely behind me are obviously 
unaware that, should they touch my 
ankles, I will inevitably fall flat on my 
face, since my legs are no longer 
capable of keeping me upright. 

The same applies to high-speed 
supermarket shopping trolley users, 
including the ever-increasing and at 
times quite physically oppressive 
and obstructive convoys of staff 
filling orders for home delivery. The 
last time I came very close to being 
knocked flat in a supermarket was 
when a disabled gentleman on a 
Tesco buggy ran into the back of my 
legs in the check-out queue. 

I also encounter a few powered 
wheelchair and buggy users, who 
proceed at maximum speeds in 
shops and pedestrian areas, driving 
‘without due care and attention’ and 
behaving as though in some way 
their civil rights are superior. 

I make a plea to all Ely residents and 
visitors, whether ambulant or 
disabled, for more of that everyday 
interpersonal politeness and 
sensitivity as fellow human beings, 
i.e. those behaviours that show we 
are capable of making choices about 
how to behave and differentiates us 
from animals in the wild.

Model of landmark may be displayed 


A MODEL of one of Ely’s most 
historic buildings could soon 
be on public display. 

A replica of Ely’s Old 
Bishop’s Palace, made of 
thousands of matchsticks, 
was left behind at the palace 
when Sue Ryder Care 
vacated the building in 2010. 

It was inherited by King’s 
Ely when the school took on 


the building, which has since 
been converted into sixth- 
form quarters. 

However, the model has 
been sitting in cling film in a 
small chapel since then, 
away from public view. 

Now the school is in talks 
with Ely Museum about where 
the model could be put on 
display. 


Mark Hart, director of 
operations at King’s, said: 
“We’ve been in touch with the 
curator of the museum and 
are awaiting an official 
response. 

“It is an impressive piece 
and we would be delighted if 
it could go in display in the 
museum, which has a similar 
model of Ely Cathedral.” 


Action urged 
over parking 
near Junction 


HIGHWAYS chiefs are being urged 
to help tackle the issue of drivers 
parking irresponsibly at a “danger 
junction” in Ely. 

For years, residents in the Deacons Lane 
and New Barns Road area of Ely have been 
calling for motorists to stop parking so 
closely to the junction near their homes. 

Drivers park along both residential 
streets due to a shortage of car parking 
spaces in the city. 

But residents say people are getting 
“increasingly careless” about where they 
leave their vehicles and are particularly 
worried about the number of cars left near 
the junction with Deacons Lane and New 
Barns Road, and the junction where Beech 
Lane meets New Barns Road. 

Calls have been made for a mini¬ 
roundabout to be built at the junctions, 
similar to the one where Prickwillow Road 
and Lisle Lane meet. 

But the City of Ely Council is now asking 
Cambridgeshire County Council Highways 
to come up with a more suitable solution. 

A statement in city council minutes said: 
“Members were of the opinion that mini¬ 
roundabouts at these junctions would not 
address the problems. 

“It was felt that the problems with cars 
parking close to the corners of Deacons 
Lane, New Barns Avenue and Beech Lane

need to be resolved as a starting point as 
this parking obstructs the visibility of both 
of these junctions. 

“It was agreed to write to the highways 
department to ask them to look at a 
possible solution to this problem and cost 
out an appropriate scheme.” 

The news will come as a relief to local 
residents. 

lacqui Phillips, who has lived in Deacons 
Lane for around six years, said: “We don’t 
mind people parking along our street as we 
understand how bad the parking situation 
is in Ely. Motorists have parked in Deacons 
Lane and along New Barns Road for as 
long as I can remember but things are 
quite dangerous now. 

“Some people are parking their cars 
right on the corner of the junction, which 
they must be aware is on quite a tight 
bend. It’s not safe and I am constantly 
seeing people, the majority of whom are 
parents with small children, struggling to 
cross the road there because cars are 
blocking their view of what is coming.” 

The city council says it will discuss the 
feedback it receives from highways at a full 
council meeting.

TWO traveller families 
have been occupying a 
site for seven years 
without permission. 

Now the travellers are 
asking council chiefs to allow 
them to stay where they are.

Two pitches at the site have 
been used by the Hedges 
family without them having 
been granted planning 
permission by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

Now Mr J Wilson, who lives 
on the site and is Mrs K 
Hedges’ son-in-law, is asking 
the council to give them 
retrospective planning 
permission to stay on the 
site. 

In a statement, the family’s 
agents, said: “Mrs K Hedges 
(mother-in-law to applicant 
Mr Wilson) lives adjacent and 
owns the application site.

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“She wishes to gain full 
planning approval for the 
two plots for use by two of 
her daughters, all born 
gypsy/travellers. 

“Her third daughter 
already lives on site with her 
at number 3, Church Road.” 

It added: “It is believed that 
the main site was approved 
as a traveller site in 1975, a 
site licence was issued under 
the name of Mr Thomas 
Buckley (MrWilson’s uncle). 

“Mr Wilson has lived on 
the actual application site for 
the past seven years 
unauthorised. 

“It is proposed that Mr 
Wilson and his wife (Mrs K 
Hedges’ daughter) will live 
on plot 1, with Mrs K Hedges’ 
other daughter (Mr Wilson’s 
sister-in-law) on the other 
plot. 


“Each plot will contain a 
mobile/chalet home, a 
touring caravan and a 
portakabin.” 

The applicants added: 
“The site is located outside 
the settlement boundary of 
Wentworth and is situated 
directly adjacent to existing 
traveller pitches. 

“The land beside the 
application site has been 
used as a traveller site for 
many years and the appli¬ 
cation site also sits next to a 
council-run traveller’s site 
and other private sites. 

“It is considered not to 
have any adverse impact on 
the residential amenity of 
other travellers in the 
immediate area, or on the 
population of Wentworth 
itself.” 

The decision lies with 
planners at the district 
council.

Suspended 
sentence 
for burglar 


A COUNTY council van 
was rammed through a 
chain fence so a burglar 
could escape following a 
destructive raid at an Ely 
depot. 

Ivor Smith, of Prickwillow, 
stole more than £20,000 worth 
of equipment and caused 
thousands more in damage 
when he broke into Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council’s 
Groom Fields site in Down- 
ham Road, on March 27. 

At 3.30am, the 22-year-old 
forced his way into the site 
office and stole two mobile 
phones and £60 cash before 
getting into the safe and taking 
the keys to a Ford Transit van, 
which he used to ram his way 
into an inner storage area. 

Unsuccessful attempts were 
made to siphon fuel from 
vehicles before a community 
minibus was boarded, and the 
steering wheel damaged and 
fire extinguisher let off inside. 

Smith then took a large 
number of gardening tools 
and equipment and drove a 
new Transit van through the 
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hole he had already created in 
the 8ft fence surrounding 
the site, covering an acre 
alongside Ely College. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said: “Neighbours reported a 
burglary and that a man had 
left. 

“Officers stopped the van 
and the person occupying the 
van ran away.” 

Shortly afterwards they 
found the defendant at an 
address in Ely where the 
equipment was stored in a 
shed and DNA evidence linked 
him with the pipe used to 
siphon fuel. 

Sally Hobson, mitigating, 
said: “My client does not have 
previous history of this type of 
offending.” 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
sentenced Smith to a 12- 
month prison sentence 
suspended for 18 months, 
with a 12-month supervision 
requirement and 200 hours of 
unpaid work.

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Concern over 
homes plans

PLANS to build a new 
affordable housing scheme 
in Ely are causing residents 
and councillors concern. 

Last month, social housing 
provider Sanctuary Housing 
submitted proposals to build 19 
new affordable homes on land 
adjacent to The Gardens in Lynn 
Road. 

The scheme would see eight 
one-bedroom flats, nine two- 
bedroom houses and two three- 
bedroom houses built on the 
land. 

But nearby residents and city 
councillors insist the plans should 
be refused because they say it 
would be overdevelopment of the 
site and because of safely issues 
on Lynn Road. 

Mark Deas, of nearby Williams 
Close, says the plans are “overly 
dense” and feels the site should 
not be developed as it is too close 
to the proposed new 3,000-home 
North Ely development. 

He said: “The site is literally 
within a stone’s throw from an 
allocation for 3,000 new houses. 

“Given the scale of 
development planned for North 
Ely it would seem more 


appropriate to preserve the 
existing green spaces between the 
city centre and the urban 
extension.” 

He added: “Lynn Road is 
already a busy road which will see 
a significant increase in traffic 
when the urban extension is 
completed.” 

The City of Ely Council is also 
recommending that planners at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council refuse the plans. 

Sanctuary Housing bosses 
insist the site has “potential for 
new homes”. 

Their agents said: “Although the 
application site falls outside the 
settlement boundary for Ely, its 
proximity to Lynn Road, a main 
road leading into Ely town centre 
and to various public amenities, 
suggests the site’s potential for 
new homes. 

“Public transport links the site 
to further amenities in Ely which 
emphasise the site’s viability for 
affordable housing as young 
families or the elderly may not 
have access to a car.” 

They say the development 
would “increase the visibility from 
Lynn Road” and “create a wider 
perception” of the road. 

The final decision lies with the 
district council.

“The hopes of a very clear 
majority of churchgoers 
around the Church of England 
have been thwarted for the 
time being. 

“It is terribly wounding, not 
only for our devoted clergy who 
are women but also for me and

all who long for women to 
exercise the ministry to which 
God calls them in all three 
sacred orders.” 

Bishop Stephen has since 
written a letter to all women 
clergy in the Diocese of Ely. 

He said: “The outcome was 
and is grim. I am deeply 
saddened by the result. I can 
only imagine what it feels like 
for you as clergy who are 
women. 

“I want to assure you of my 
prayers and support and of my 
unreserved celebration of your 
God-given vocation and 
ministry as deacons and 
priests. 

“I commit myself to the 
urgent movement towards a 
renewed legislative process 
during the remaining life of this 
Synod.” 

The bishop said women 
priests, with their male 
colleagues, were doing “a fine 
job in many communities”.

Rules are coming In 
for outdoor seating 


NEW rules to govern how 
much outdoor seating 
cafes and restaurants in Ely 
are allowed will be 
introduced by next 
summer, councillors hope. 

The issue of how many outdoor 
tables and chairs they can have 
has been an issue for some time. 

Residents say that some 
establishments, particularly in 
High Street, Market Place and 
Market Street, have too many and 
last year numerous complaints 
were made to the City of Ely 
Council, with people 
complaining that some 
businesses were forcing them to 
step out into the road as the 
outdoor seating was taking up 
the pavements.

The county council is now in 
the process of drawing up new 
rules which will state how many 
tables and chairs eateries in Ely 
are allowed, and how much space 
those can occupy. 

City councillors are urging the 
authority to have the rules ready 
in time for next summer. 

City Cllr Elaine Griffin-Singh 
said: “We’ve been in talks with the 
county council about this issue 
for some time now but nothing 
really seems to be getting done 
about it. 

“We don’t want the issues to be 
repeated next summer as the 
amount of outdoor seating space 


that some cafes and restaurants 
had last summer certainly caused 
some problems. 

“We’re urging the county 
council to make sure everything 
is ready to go in time for when 
the warmer weather comes, 
which is when establishments 
want to increase the amount of 
outdoor space they have.” 

The county council says it 
hopes the new rules will be in 
place in time for next summer. 

A spokesman for the authority 
said: “The county council is 
aware that the issue of outdoor 
cafe and restaurant seating has 
been an issue in Ely. 

“Cabinet has endorsed the 
development of a new flexible 
protocol which is in progress. 

“We hope this protocol will be 
agreed and in place before the 
summer season.”

Mince pies: The facts! 


THERE’S a hundred 
different ways to make the 
quintessential Christmas 
snack, but here’s a child- 
friendly recipe with room 
to be a bit slap-dash. 

Just make sure they don’t burn 
their mouths on the finished 
product! 

lOOg golden caster sugar 
280g mincemeat 
225g cold butter 
350g plain flour 
1 small egg 
icing sugar to dust 

1. Dice the butter, before rubbing 
carefully it into the flour to make 
a paste. Add the sugar and a 
pinch of salt, before forming the 
pastry into a ball. Don’t add any 
liquid, but briefly knead the ball. 
It should be fairly firm, like 
shortbread dough, and you can 
either use it immediately, or chill 
for later. 

2. Preheat the oven to 200C/gas 
6/fan 180C. Line 18 holes of two 
12-hole muffin tins, by pressing 
walnut-sized balls of pastry into 
each hole. Spoon the mincemeat 
into the pies. 


3. Take slightly smaller balls of 
pastry than before and pat them 
out between your hands to make 
round lids, big enough to cover 
the pies. Alternatively, roll them 
out with a rolling pin and cut the 
small circle with a pastry cutter. 

4. Top the pies with their lids, 
pressing the edges gently 
together to seal - you don't need 
to seal them with milk or egg as 
they will stick on their own. (The 
pies may now be frozen for up to 
1 month). 

5. Brush the tops of the pies with 
the beaten egg. Bake for 20 
minutes until golden. Leave to 
cool in the tin for five minutes, 
then remove to a wire rack. To 
serve, lightly dust with icing 
sugar. They will keep for three to 
four days in an airtight container. 

Here’s some mince pie facts 
which might help your cause: 

■ They were originally made 
from meat, with spices to 
preserve it for longer 

■ The treats were banned under 
the rule of Oliver Cromwell 

■ ‘Mince pie’ is Cockney 
rhyming slang for ‘eye’

■ The first mince pie is believed 
to have been served to King

■ There’s an old superstition that 
mincemeat should be stirred in a 
clockwise direction to avoid bad 
luck in the new year.

James offers views

TEMPERATURES rose at King’s 
Ely when controversial political 
writer James Delingpole talked of 
his sceptical views on climate 
change. 

The provocative journalist, 
author and broadcaster spoke to 
students, parents and staff about 
the changing climate and whether 
it really exists as a serious issue, 
from his point of view that it has 
been hyped up by scientists and 
the media. 

The event was held at King’s 
Ely’s lecture hall on November 
14. 

James, who writes for 
publications including the 
Spectator, the Telegraph and the 
Mail On Sunday and occasionally 
appears on the BBC, has a mixed 
reputation. 

Some consider him a fearless 


and outspoken hero, while others 
suggest that he is ignorant and 
hypocritical. Educated at Oxford, 
where he read English, he is also 
the author of several novels and 
works of non-fiction.

“Controversy aside, his 
presentation encouraged the 
students to think critically and 
independently about the 
information they receive, both in 
and out of the classroom, and to 
consider all perspectives of a 
debate strategically.”

The big film 


GREAT EXPECTATIONS 
certificate 12A, 2h 8m 


EXPECTATIONS were certainly great 
when Mike Newell announced this 
lavish retelling of the Charles Dickens 
classic to coincide with the bicentenary 
of the writer’s birth. 

David Nicholls, author of Starter For Ten 
and One Day, penned the script and 
some of the brightest stars of the British 
acting firmament were confirmed as the 
book’s memorable protagonists. 
Confirming all of the promise, Great 
Expectations was chosen for the 
coveted closing night gala of last 
month’s BFI London Film Festival. But 
as the characters in 
Nicholls’sscreenplay learn to their cost, 
life is full of disappointments and 
Newell’s film has a fair few. 

Arriving less than a year after the BBC’s 
well-crafted three-part adaptation, it is 
both sluggish and slavish. Crucially, it 


fails to outshine David Lean’s seminal 
1946 version, even with John 
Mathieson's magnificent 
cinematography and Jason Flemyng’s 
endearing portrayal of honest 
blacksmith Joe Gargery. 

Orphan Pip (Jeremy Irvine) has a 
disturbing encounter with escaped 
convict Magwitch (Ralph Fiennes) in the 
marshes close to the home he shares 
with his haughty sister (Sally Hawkins) 
and her husband (Flemyng). 

The boy agrees to steal food for 
Magwitch but police eventually 
apprehend the suspect. Soon after, Pip 
is dispatched to visit the reclusive Miss 
Havisham (Helena Bonham Carter), 
who requires a playmate for her ward, 
Estella (Holliday Grainger). 

At first Pip is scared of Miss Havisham, 
but once hep meets Estella his fear is 
replaced by infatuation and he falls 
under the spell of the girl. 

Some years later, lawyer Mr Jaggers 
(Robbie Coltrane) informs Pip that a 


mysterious benefactor has paid for the 
lad to become a gentleman. Pip 
excitedly takes up lodgings with Herbert 
Pocket (Oily Alexander) and slowly 
gains a foothold in London society, 
where he crosses paths once again with 
Estella and cannot conceal the torch he 
still carries for her. 

Great Expectations is undoubtedly a 
handsome rendering of the novel but 
there is little in the screenplay that we 
haven’t seen before. Richard Hartley’s 
soundtrack swoons in all the right 
places but only faintly strums our 
heartstrings. 

Irvine is an appealing leading man and 
David Walliams offers fleeting comic 
relief as Uncle Pumblechook, but 
Bonham Carter’s anaemic portrayal of 
eternal bride Miss Havisham is 
emblematic of a film covered in the 
cobwebs of previous adaptations. 
Neither the best of times, nor the worst 
of times, Newell’s vision falls 
somewhere in between.

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Co-Op insurance offers a way 
to bend the Gender Directive 


THE Co-operative Insurance 
has thrown a lifeline to young 
female motorists who are 
likely to see their insurance 
increase as a result of the 
Gender Directive, by 
doubling the discount they 
can get through the Young 
Driver telematics scheme. 

New research from The Co¬ 
operative shows that the Gender 
Directive is a concern amongst 
young people, with 65 per cent of 18 
to 24 year olds worried that their 


insurance will go up as a result. 

To combat this, The Co-operative 
will increase the discount for safe 
drivers to 20 per cent for those who 
take out or renew a Young Driver 
policy after December 21. This 
means that if they drive safely, 
females should not be left out of 
pocket, as the increase in discount 
will help to offset any rise in their 
premium. 

The Co-operative’s head of motor 
insurance, Grant Mitchell, explains: 
“Young drivers are already paying 
above the odd for their car 
insurance, and it is unfortunate that 


the new law is likely to push prices 
up for young females even more. 

“We know that young people are 
worried about what the Gender 
Directive means for their premium 
so we’ve increased the discount that 
safe drivers can achieve to help them 
avoid any significant increase to the 
cost of their insurance.” 

To qualify for the maximum 
discount, people must demonstrate 
safe driving in a number of 
categories including speed, 
cornering, braking and acceleration. 

Although people of both genders 
will be entitled to the maximum 


discount, the Co-operative expects 
that more women than men will 
qualify, as its data proves that young 
females tend to drive more safely. It 
shows that whilst 60 per cent of 17 
and 18 year old females currently get 
the full discount, just 31 per cent of 
males of the same age do. 

As well as reducing the cost of 
insurance, the Young Driver scheme 
is also helping to improve road 
safety, as the Co-operative has 
already seen car crashes drop by a 
fifth among users. Around 30,000 
young motorists are already signed 
up to the scheme.

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G-Class ‘can go forever’ 



Radical: The Mercedes-Benz Ener-G-Force. 


IS it possible that the 
Mercedes-Benz G-Class 
will still be around in 
2025? A cool design 
study from Mercedes- 
Benz demonstrates how 
the genes of the classic 
off-roader from 1979 
may still assert 
themselves in the far 
future. It is based on the 
concept of a future 
police car developed for 
the Los Angeles Design 
Challenge. 

The Los Angeles Design 
Challenge 2012 looks far 
ahead with a quest for the 
“Highway Patrol Vehicle 2025”. 
Law enforcement will have to 
prepare for even more 
crowded roads with 
electronically monitored and 
guided traffic, a much larger 
population and changes in 
human behaviour. People will 
feel young and active until 
even later in life. Outdoor 
activities will dominate 
leisure, the desire for freedom 
and adventure. The new times 
will also call for new police 
vehicles. They must be able to 
reach any place conceivable 
quickly and reliably - even far 
away from any pavement. And 
they must do so in an 
exceptionally environmentally 
friendly way using alternative 
energy sources. Enhanced 
green-car characteristics and 
off-road capabilities will be 
among the fundamental 
virtues of a police car in 2025. 

As an environmentally 
friendly SUV, the Ener-G- 
Force, which Mercedes-Benz 
is presenting in Los Angeles as 
a design study, meets these 
requirements and would be 
fully capable of supporting 
police and emergency services 
in every corner of the world. 
Gorden Wagener, director of 


design at Mercedes-Benz 
Cars: “The Ener-G-Force is the 
vision of an off-roader that, 
while reflecting tomorrow’s 
adventures, also invokes the 
genes of the Mercedes-Benz 
off-road icon, the G model. 
Modern and cool, it could also 
be a clue about a new 
beginning for the off-road 
design idiom of Mercedes- 
Benz.” 

The small glass areas make 
the police vehicle a safe 
cocoon for law enforcement 
officers who are faced with 
many dangers. Emergency 
lights integrated into the roof 
ensure attention that is 
impossible to ignore; the 
striking front leaves no doubt 
as to the commanding 
presence of the police, and the 
gigantic wheels guarantee the 
right of way even where no 
way exists. 

Of course the concept of the 
Ener-G-Force for the Los 
Angeles Design Challenge is 
pure, rendered science fiction. 
However, the notion of 
designing tomorrow’s off- 
roader fascinated the 


designers at the Mercedes- 
Benz Advanced Design Studio 
in Carlsbad, California to such 
an extent that they evolved 
the vision of a police version 
into a civilian version and 
even built a 1:1-scale model. 
Like the “Highway Patrol 
Vehicle 2025”, the shape of the 
civilian Ener-G-Force is 
modelled after the G-Class, 
the off-road icon whose 
continuous history goes all 
the way back to the 1970s and 
that to this very day still 
tackles the future as a 
stylistically and techno¬ 
logically advanced SUV 
Like the police version, the 
model of the civilian Ener-G- 
Force is unmistakably 
inspired by the G-Class, which 
has long been considered an 
automotive icon. However, it 
presents a radical 
reinterpretation of this classic 
that looks far into the future. 
Important genes such as 
proportions and design 
elements were adopted 
conceptually and completely 
redesigned and updated in a 
clean concept for beyond 


tomorrow. Ener-G-Force 
Designer Hubert Lee: “Of 
course we wanted to take a 
clear step forward, but we also 
wanted the G’s characteristic 
features.” The Ener-G-Force 
has a similar profile, however 
with a high shoulder line and 
scaled-down glass areas. 

While the clear design 
idiom of the G-Class has 
remained, all surfaces are 
designed to express intensity 
and tension. The meticulously 
executed details also are a 
clear indication that the Ener- 
G-Force is the product of 
modern times. Like the G- 
Class, the Ener-G-Force sports 
a front with an expressive 
radiator grille that 
incorporates the headlamps. 
LEDs in the headlamps form 
lamp units in the shape of a G. 
This gives the Ener-G-Force a 
strong, iconic appearance and 
demonstrates dominance. The 
front indicators and position 
lights are mounted on top of 
the wings as a significant G- 
Class element. 

The mounted roof 
distinctive to the G-Class and 
the tripartite glass area also 
cite the fundamental genes of 
the classic off-roader from 
Mercedes-Benz, but represent 
a clear step forward. This is 
also evident in the large 
wheels, whose 20-inch rims 
give the Ener-G-Force a 
powerful, towering stance. 
The Ener-G-Force also plays 
on the utility factor in an 
entirely new way. For 
instance, the distinctive 
feature in the rear is a slightly 
off-centre pull-out 

compartment whose cover 
takes up the characteristic 
look of the spare wheel carrier 
of the classic G-Class. 

The Ener-G-Force stores 
recycled water in tanks on the 
roof, and emits nothing but 
water, has an operating range 
of about 800 kilometres and as 
a result truly is a green car.
